Riga, March 4.—It is reported that 
there is great excitement in Mos- 
cow over the events in Petrograd 
and that extraordinary steps have 
been taken to prevent revolts. The 
city of Moscow has been divided 
into four districts for defense and 
troops are concentrated at strategic 
points during the night. Troops are 
also sent from Moscow to Petro- 
grad. 

Soviet newspapers publish an of- 
ficial declaration signed by Premier 
Lenine and War Minister Trotzky, 
under date of March 2, admitting 


‘Stave disorders, which they say oc- 


curred days after the news of dis- 
orers was published, thus clearly 
proving what they term a white 
Suard conspiracy. Petrograd and 
its environfs have been placed in a 
state of stege, adds tiie declaration, 
and all authority Has been placed 
in the hands of a committee of de- 
fense. 

The declaration states that Koz- 
lovski and other officers, backed

March 2. They arrested M. Kizoin, 
commissary of the Baltic navy.

London, March 4.—Awaiting de- 
vices from Berlifi as to whether 
new proposals are to be submitted 
to the allies on Monday, Dr. Simons, 
the German foreign secretary, and 
the German experts are busy pre- 
paring a reply to some of the argu- 
ments used by Premier Lloyd 
George in delivering the allied ulti- 
matum yesterday. The Germans

strongly object to the verdict of 
the allies that they were entirely 
responsible for the war and the pre- 
mier’s argument that if they taxed 
themselves as France and England 
had done they would be able to 
pay what is demanded of them. 
They claim that Internal taxes, such 
as those on sugar, tobacco and spir- 
its have not been taken into ace 
count, and they are prepared to pro- 
duce figures showing the allies have 
underrated their impositions. 

With regard to the question of 
responsibility of the war, the Ger- 
mans maintain the European pow- 
ers were equally at fault and eclte 
a recent speech by Mr. Lloyd George 
in which he is quoted as saying that 
the world drifted into war. 

Claim, Innocence.

In 
the new senate there are fifty-nine 
republicans and thirty-seven demo- 
crats, a margin of twenty-two 
votes, which is some majority in 
the senate of the United States. 

Of the eleven new republican 
senators sworn in eight come from 
the great west beyond the Missis- 
sippi and three from states east of 
the river. Those from the west 
are Cameron, of Arizona; Short- 
ridge, of California; Nicholson, of 
Colorado; Oddie, of Nevada; Ladd, 
of North Dakota: Harreld, of Okla- 
homa; Stanfield, of Oregon, and 
Norbeck, of South Dakota. From 
Illinois comes McKinley; from 
Kentucky, Ernst. and Maryland, 
Weller. 

New Democrats. 

The three new democratic sena- 
tors are Caraway, of Arkansas; 
Watson, of Georgia and Broussard, 
of Louisiana. 

The democrats succeed to seats 
hitherto held by members of their 
own party, but the republicans, ex- 
cept jin the cases of Ladd and Mc- 
Kinley will occupy seats hitherto 
occupied by democrats.

In 
the midst of his address Mr. Har- 
ding departed from his prepared 
manuscript to make reference to 
the group of wounded soldiers just 
below the inaugural stand. He as- 
sured them “that this republic will 
never be ungrateful for the service 
you have rendered” and added that 
he hoped for a policy that would 
adequately provide in the future 
for those wounded in war time. 
While he was speaking a woman 
fainted just in front of the stand 
and Mrs. Harding motioned to a 
Secret service man to aid her, A,r 
marine had led the woman away 
before Mrs. Harding again turned 
back to follow the address.

Gestures Vigorously. 

The first applause followed the 
new president’s declaration’ that 
the republic must pursue a policy 
of non-involyment in old world af- 
fairs. 

He spoke in a clear, full tone, 
proceeding more deliberately than 
he usually does in public addresses, 
He put a solemn emphasis on his 
condemnation of “supergovern- 
ment” and the crowd responded 
with another crash of applause. 

Pledging his faith anew to Amer- 
can institutions, President Har- 
ding reiterated a plea for a return 
to “normalcy” for industrial peace, 
for friendship with the world, and 
spoke again a promise to work for 


an association of nations to bring 


| about peace and “approximate” dis- 


armament. But he coupled his re- 
newed declarations with a fresh 
pronouncement against “entangling 
alliances.”’ 


On Foreign Policies. 
“America,” he said, “ can enter in- 
to no political commitments, nor as- 
sume any economic obligations 
which will subject our decisions to 


any other than our own authority.” 

“I am sure our people will not 
misunderstand nor will the world 
misconstrue,” said the new Presi- 
dent. “We have no thought to im- 
pede the paths to closer relation- 
ship. We wish to promote under- 
standing. We want to do our part 
to’ make offensive warfare so hate- 
ful that governments and people 
who resort to it must prove the 
righteousness of their cause * or 
stand’ as outlaws before the bar of 
civilization.” 

Then speaking of his determina- 
tion to enter no “entangling alli- 
ances,” Mr. Harding declared:

This made all the 
more dramatic and effective, as he 
repeated in the closing passage of 
this speech the verse from the Bible 
which he had kissed when taking 
the oath: “What doth the Lord 
require of thee but to do justly, and 
to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God?” His sudden thrust 
of his hand straight above him and 
his declaration: 

, “This I plight to God and coun- 
ry>’ 

Before the throng had quite re- 
alized that the speech had ended the 
marine band swung into “America,” 
deferring the cheers until the air 
had been played through. 

‘ Concludes Address. 

President Harding concluded his 
address at 1:55 p. m, after talking 
exactly 37 minutes. 

There was ‘another roar of ap- 
Plapse as he concluded and turned 
to receive the congratulations of 
those on the Inaugural stand. Vice 
President Coolidge was the first to 
shake hands with him. As the Pres« 
ident and Mrs. Harding departed 
from the stand the marine band 
Played a stanza of America. The 
crowd began to disperse and the in- 
auguration was over. 

Immediately at the conclusion of 
the inaugural address the smal] 
party re-formed and took motor cars 
back to the White House, escorted 
by the cavalry troops which had 
brought it to the capitol. 

Ovation By Crowds. 

The President-was given an ova- 
tion by the crowds along Pennsyl- 
Vania avenue and was kept busy 
bowing and tipping hig hat. Mrs. 
Harding rode at his side, and flank- 
ing the automobile were the troops 
of cavalry. ) 

The President and Mrs. Harding 
reached the White House at 2:44 
o’clock and immediately greeted a 
number of guests from Marion, 
Ohio, who had bee invited to 
luncheon. , 

President Harding stepped from 
the motor and then assisted Mrs. 
Harding, who passed into the White 
House while the new chief execytive 
walked over to thank the command- 
ing officer of the Cavalry escort. 

Pose for Cameras. 

A number of photographers were 
on hand and Mrs. Harding was 
summoned from the executive man- 
sion to pose with the President and 
7 secretary, George B. Christian,

The 
usual morning salute of naval guns 
was missing and there was abso- 
lutely nothing’in the way of a mil- 
itary or civil procession. 

The only troops on hand were four 
squadrons of cavalry assigned by 
the congressional inaugural com- 
mittee ag an escort for the new 
President, 500 marines for guard 
duty at the capital, and as many 
regular army infantrymen from 


Fort Meyer for guard duty along 
the streets.

Harding Inaugural 
Address in Full 


Washington, March 4.—President 


said: 

“My countrymen: When one sur- 
veys the world about him after the 
Breat storm, noting the marks of 
destruction and yet rejoicing in the 
ruggedness of the things which 
withstood it, if he is an American 
he breathes the clarified atmosphere 
with a strange mingling of regret 
and new hope. We ave seen 
world passion spend its fury, but 
we contemplate our republic un- 
shake@and hold our civilization se- 
cure. Liberty—liberty within the 
law—and civilization are insepa- 
rable and though both were threat- 
ened we find them now secure, and 
there comes to Americans the pro- 
found assurance that our repre- 
sentative government is the highést 
expression and surest guaranty of 
both. 

“Standing in this presence, mind- 
ful of the solemnity of this occa- 
sion, feeling the emotions which no 
one may know until) he senses the 


great weight of responsibility for 
himself, I must utter my belief in 
the divine inspiration of the found- 
ing fathers. Surely there must hgwe 
been God’s intent in the making | 
of this new world republic. 
is an organic law, which has but 
one ambiguity, and we saw that 
effaced in a baptism of sacrifice) 
and blood, with union maintained, 
the nation supreme and its con- 
cord inspiring. We have seen the 
world rivet its hopeful gaze on the 
great truth on which the founders 
wrought. We have seen civil, hu- 
man and religious liberty verified 
and glorified.

“T am sure our own people will 
not misunderstand nor will the 
world misconstrue.

and peoples who resort to it must 
prove the righteousness of their 
cause or stand as outlaws before 
the bar of civilization. 

Association for Counsel. 

“We are ready to associate our- 
selves with the nations of the world, 
great and small, for conference, for 
counsely to seek the expressed views 
of world opinion; to recommend a 
way to approximate disarmament 
and relievewthe crushing burdens 
of military establishments. We elect 
to participate in suggesting plans 
for mediation, conciliation and 
arbitration, and would gladly join 
in that expressed conscience of 
progress, which seeks to clarify and 
write the laws of international re- 
lationship and establish a world 
court for the disposition of such 
justiciable questions as nations are 
agreed to submit thereto in express- 
ing aspirations, in seeking prac- 
tical plans, in translating humanity's 
new concept of righteousness, jus- 
tice and its hatred of war into rec 
ommended action we are ready most 
heartily to unite, but every commit- 
ment must be made in the exercise 
of our national sovereignty. 

“Since freedom impelled, and inde- 
pendence inspired and nationality 
exalted, a world supergovernment is 
contrary to everything we cherish 
and can have no sanction by our re 
public. This is not selfishness. It 
is sanctity. It is not aloofness, it 
is security. It is not suspicion of 
others; it is patriotic adherence to 
the things which made us what we 


are. 

“Today, better than ever befere, 
we know the aspirations of human 
kind and share them. We have come 
to a new realization of our oblace 
in the world and a new appraisal 
of our nation by the world. The 
unselfishness of these United States 
is a thing proven, our devotign to 
peace for ourselves and for the 
world is well established: our con- 
cern for preserved civilization has 
had its tmpassioned and herole ex- 
pression. There was no American 
failure to resist the attempted re- 
version of clvilization, there will 
be no failure today or tomorrow. 

Rest on Popular Will. 

“The success of our popular gov- 
ernment rests’ wholly upon the cor- 
rect ‘interpretation of the deliberate, 
questioning of a suggested change 
of national policy where interna- 
tionality was to supercede nation- 
ality, we turned to a referendum to 
the American people. There was 
ample discussion and there is a pub- 
lic mandate in manifest understand- 
ing. 

“America is ready to encourage, 
eager to initiate, anxious to par- 
ticipate in any seemly program 
likely to lessen the probability of 
war and promote that brotherhood 


of mankind which must be God's 
highest conception of human rela- 
tionship. Because we cherish 
ideals of justice and peace,  be- 
caus@g we appraise international 
com#ty and helpful relationship no 
less highly than any people of the 
world, we aspire to a high place in 
the moral leadership of civilization 
and we hold a maintained America, 
the proven republic, the unshaken 
temple of representative democra- 
cy, to be not only an inspiration 
and example, but the highest agen- 
cy of strengthening good will and 
promoting accord on both conti- 
nents. 

“Mankind needs a world-wide 
benediction of understanding. It 
is needed among individuals, among 
peoples, among governments, and 
it will inaugurate an era of good 
feeling to mark the birth of a new 
order. In such understanding men 
will strive confidently for the pro- 
motion of their better relationships 
and nations will promote the com!- 
ties so essential to peace. 

Trade Ties Bind Closely. 

“We must understand that ties of 


macy and none may receive except 
as he gives. We have not strength- 
ened ours in accordance with our 
resources or our genius, notably on 
our own continent, where a galaxy 
of republics reflect the giety of 
new world democracy, but in the 
new order of finance and trade we 
mean to promote enlarged activi- 


ties and seek expanded confidence. 
“Perhaps we can make no more 
helpful contribution by example

than prove a republic’s capacity to 
emerge from the wreckage of war. 
While the world’s embittered trav- 
ail did not leave us devastated 
lands nor desolated cities, left no 
gaping wounds, no breast with 
hate, it did involve us in the de- 
lirium of expenditure, in expanded 
currency and credits, in unbalanced 
industry, in unspeakable wasteand 
disturbed relationships. While it 
uncovered our portion of hateful 
selfishness at home, it also revealed 
the heart of America as sound and 
fearless, and beating in confidence 
unfailing. 

“Amid it all we have riveted the 
gaze of all civilization to the un- 
unselfishness and the righteous- 
ness of representative democracy, 
where our freedom never has made 
offensive warfare, never has sought 
territorial aggrandizement through 
force, never has turned to the ar- 
bitrament of arms until reason had 
been exhausted. When the gov- 
ernments of earth shall have estab- 
lished a freedom like our own and 
shall have sanctioned the pursuit 
of peace as we have practiced it, 

believe the last sorrow and the 
final sacrifice of international war- 
fare will have been written. 

Our Supreme Task. 

“Our supreme task is the re-

“If despite this attitude. war is 
again forced upon us, I earnestly 
hope a way,mavy he found, which 
will unify our individual and col- 
lective strength and consecrate a!l 
America, materially and spiritually, 
body and soul, to national defense, 
TI can vision the ideal republic 
where every man and woman is 
called under — ee for ee 
ment to duty, for whatever s , 
military or civic, the individual is 
best fitted, where we may call to 
universal service every plant, agren- 
ev or facility, all in the sublime 
sacrifice for country and not one 
penny of war profit shall inure to 
the benefit of private Individual.

There is something inherently 
wrong. something out of accord 
with the ideals of representative 
democracy when one portion of our

, Unity of Spirit and Pu 

“Out of such universal) §& 
will come a new unity of spirit and 
purpose. a new confidence and con- 
secration which would make our 
defense impregnable, our triumph 
assured. Then we should have little 
or no disorganization of our eco- 
nomic, industrial. and commercial 
systems at home, no staggering war 
debts. no swollen fortunes to flout 
the sacrifices ef our soldiers, no 
excnse for sedition. no pitiable 
slackérism, no outrages of treason. 
Envv and jealousy would have no 
soil for their menacing development. 
and revolution would be without 
the passion which engenders it. 

“aA regret for the mistakes of 
vesterday must not, however, blind 
us to the tasks of today. War 
never left such an aftermath. There 
has been staggering loss of life, and 
measureless wastage of materials. 
Nations are still groping for return 
to .stable ways. Discouragine in- 
debtedness confronts us like all the 
war-torn nations, and these obliea- 
tions must be provided for. No 
civilfzation ean survive repudiation. 

“We can reduce the abnormal ex- 
penditures, and we will. We can 
strike at war taxation, and we must. 
We must face the grim necessitv 
with full knowledge that the task 
is to be solved. and we must pro- 
ceed with a fuli realization that no 
statrfte enacted by man can repeal 
the {nexorable laws of nature. Our 
most dangerous tendency is to ex- 
pect.too much of government and 
at tha same time do for it too little. 

"We contemplate the !tmmediate 
task of puttine our public house- 
hold in order. We need a ririd and 
vet sane economy, combined with 
fiscal justice. and {t must be at- 
tended bv tnditvidual prndence and 
thrift which are essential to this 
trvine hour and reassuring for the 
future. 

Reflection of War's Re-etion. 

“The buSiness world reflects the 
Aisturbance of war's reaction. 
Herein flows the life hlood of ma- 
terial existence. The economic 
mechaniam is intricate andits parts 
interdependent. and hee« suffered the 
shocks and fars incident to ab- 
normal damands, credit [nflations 
and price upheavals. The riormal 
balances have heen tmpaired, the 
channels of distribution have been 
clogged, the relations of labor and 
management have been strained. 
We must seek the readfustment 
with care and courere. Our people 
must give and take. Prices must re- 
flect the recedine fever of war 
activities. Perhaps we never shall 
know the old Jevels of wage arcain, 
hecause war invariably readjusts 
comnensations, and the necessaries 
of life will show thet!r f{nsenarahle 
relationship, but we muet atrive for 
normaticy to reach stahbilitv. All the 
nenalties will not be light nor even- 
ly stributed. 

“There is no wav of making them 
so. There is no inetant step from 
Cisorder to order. We must face a 
conditon of grim reality. charge off 
our ‘'orses and start afresh. It Is 
the oldee* lesson of efvilization. T 
would like eovernment to do all 
it can to mitigate them. In under- 
standing. in mutuality of interest, 
in conerrn for the common good our 
taelks will be solved. - 

“No altered evstem will work a 
miracle. And wild exneriment will 
only. add to the confusion. Ourbest 
lies in efficient administration of 
our proven system. ' 

From Destruction to Production. 


“The forward course of the busi- 
ness cycle is unmistakable. Peo- 
ple are ey from destruction to 
production. Industry has sensed the 
changed order and our own peo- 
ple are turning to resume their nor- 
mal onward way. The call is for 
‘productive America to go on. I 
know that congress and the admin- 
istration will favor every wise gov- 
ernment policy to aid the resump- 
tion and encourage continued prog- 
ress, 

“I speak for administrative ef- 
ficiency,. for lightened tax burdens, 
for sound commercial practices, for 
adequate credit facilities, for sym- 
pathetic concern for all agricultural 
problems, for the omission of un- 
necessary interference of govern- 
ment with business, for an end to 
government’s experiment in busi- 
ness and for more efficient busi- 
ness in peverament administration. 
With all of this must attend a 
mindfulness of the human side of 
all activities so that social, indus- 
trial and economic justice will be 
squared with the purpose of a 
righteous people. 

“With the nation-wide inductions 
of woma into our political 
life, we may count upon her in- 
tuitions, her refinement, her intel- 
ligence and her influence to exalt 
the social order. We count upon 
her exercise of the full privileges 
and the performance of the duties 
of citizenship to speed the attain- 
ment of the highest state. 


Prayer fer Industrial Peace. 


“I wash for an America no less 
alert in arding against dangers 
from within than it fs watchful 
against enemies from without.

LIVER FOR GROWTH. 
Stopping to water the Liz at the 
Caledonia (N. Y.) state fish hatch- 
ery, we were fortunate enough to 


see how the experts raise brook 
trout and other fish for stocking 
the waters of New York. There were 
pools for fish of all ages and classes, 
from unhatched spawn to Veritable 
old ancestors. Experience had 
taught the experts that the best of 
feeds for the very young fish is 
liver, fresh animal] liver finely chop- 
ped and fed at frequent intervals 
through the day. It is wonderful) 
to see how rapidly the fish grow 
on this food. 

Once on a time the butcher man 
used to give away liver for the ask- 
ing, if you had the nerve to ask 


for it. To go into a butcher shop 
in those halcyon days and shame- 
facedly ask if there was any liver 
available was almost as difficult 
as it is today to ask your butcher 
if he has gny scraps, and still not 
show the n your dog. Liver, then 
classed with sweatbreads, kidneys 
and such like refuse, contained a 
lot of purin, that nitrogenous ma- 
terial from which uric acid is de- 
rived, and therefore was not a safe 
thing to eat. Well, maybe not for 
the overfed and underventilated 
folks of those days. “Uric acid” is 
no longer deemed a poison, except 
by medicine makers with alleged 
eliminators to sell. Even the butch- 
er today exacts a round price for 
liver, as, of course, he always should 
have done, A pound of liver—well, 
let us not*be too hard on good old 
round steak; suffice to say that a 
pound of liver can look two pounds 
of steak in the eye without the 
quiver of a lid. What a ninny the 
butcher was to fall for the patent 
medicine bunk about uric acid, eh? 

There are other things than uric 
acid in liver. Vitamins galor~ both 


water-soluble and fat-soluble vita- 
mins. The protein or nitrogenous 
material of liver is quite as good 
in quality, biologically, as “that of 
other meats; that is to say, the 
character of the protein is well suit- 
ed to the requirements of nutrition. 


There is an eye disease known 
as xerophthalmia, sore eyes (con- 
junctivitis) with great dryness of 
the eyeball and lack of the normal 
luster, which is cured by the liberal 
use of such foods as fresh liver of 
chicken, pig, beef or other anima) 
in the diet. 

Young. animals do not grow nor- 
mally or remain healthy if restrict- 
ed to such meat as beef. They 


must have vitamins, and there is no 
better way to supply vitamins than 
in the form of liver, kidney, sweet- 
breads and the like. Glandular tis- 
sues, and the fat in and about the 
glands, are rich in vitamins; where- 
as the muscle tissues or flesh of 
the same animal are poor in vita- 
mins. The marrow of bone Is of 
the greatest value for the young 
growing. animal. Children are ani- 
mals. Any child old enough to have 
teeth is old enough to gnaw on a 
bone and suck therefrom the sweet 
marrow. 


Cod liver oll (the fat expressed 
from the liver of the cod) contains 


vitamins, which is one reason why 
it is often good medicine.

ON GAS SERVICE 


Not Worth More Than 
One Dollar a Thousand 
Cubic Feet, Declare Cit- 
izens at Meeting. ! 


That the present gas service is 
not worth more than 31 per thou- 
sand was the sentiment of a gath- 
erg of 40 second ward citizens held 
Friday night at ths Georgia Ave- 
nue school. After many instances 
of alleged exorbitant gas bills and 
of unsatisfactory service had been 
related by patrons, the meeting 
voted almost unanimously that $1 
per thousand feet was a just price 
for present gas service. 

Following the action of citizens 
in Edgewood, Inman Park, West 
End, and in other sections of the 
city, the meeting adopted resolu- 


tions favoring mupicipal owner- 
ship of tha gas plant; urging the 
abolition of the railroad commis- 
sion and the substitution in lieu 
thereof a public utilities commis- 
Sion of three members; and the im- 
mediate removal of four railroad 
commissioners for not opposing the 
rate increase petition. 
Will Attend Big Rally. 

The gathering also voted to at- 
tend in a body the general mass 
meeting to he held in the interest 
of municipal ownership on Thursday 
night, March 10, at the Baptist Tab- 
ernacle. The mass meeting will 
be attended by similar groups from 
all sections of Atlanta. Mayor 
Key, Marion Jackson and Judg2 
W. A. Covington have accepted in- 
vitations to address the meeting. 

W. M. Hairston, president of the 
Edgewood Progressive club, was 
temporary chairman of the second 
ward meating. After he had at- 
tacked the Georgia Rallway and 
Power company and the railroad 
commission in a short talk, J. O. 
Hudson was elected permanent 
chairman, and Mrs. Hudson was 
chosen secrétary. 

The principal address was mad 
Dr. L N. Huff, an Atlanta op 
ticilan, and a lead@ar in the fight 
for municipal ownership. He said 
that the railroad commission is 
elected by the people, and, there- 
fore, should serva the public. In- 
stead. of serving them, he said, the 
commission has never dénied a pe- 
tion from corporations for rate in- 
creases. In some instances they 
hava rejected without considera- 
tion, but in every instance where 
rate increase petitions were acted 
upon, the increase sought, or a part 
of it, was granted, he said. 

“Attempt te Mislead.” 

Dr. Huff declared that the pow- 
er company, through the columng 
of its house organ, “Two Bells,” is 
attempting to mislead the public, 
and branded statements in the pub- 
lication with reference to the Rich- 
mond gas rate situation as “abso- 
lute lies,” and quoted dispatches 
from that city purporting to show 
the falsity of a recent article in 
“Two Bells.” 

Mrs. E. Correa, a gas patron réa- 
siding on West Harris street, was 
present, and made a short talk for 
municipal ownership. She predict- 
ed that within another year.the gas 
company would demand a $2: rate 
if it remains in private hands.

DECISION IS REVERSED 


Supreme Court Rules in Fa- 
vor of Trustees of Fa- 
mous Unit. 


The remitter of the. supreme 
court of Georgia was ‘Friday re- 
ceived in the office of the clerk 
of Fulton superior court, the opin- 
lon reversing the decision of Judge 
W. D. Ellis in the case of Peter 
F. Clarke and others against Arm- 
strong and others, in which a re- 
ceiver had been appointed for the 
Gate City guard. 

The petition asking for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver, had been 
filed in Fulton superior court by 
Reuben R. Arnold and A. H. Da 
vis, and alleged that the military 
company, incorporated as the Gate 
City guard, had been virtually dis- 
solved as the ‘result of the federal! 
statute forbidding independent 
state military organizations and 
merging them into the nationa! 
guard. 

The petition was vigorously re- 
sisted by Peter F. Clarke ang the 
remaining trustees of the Gat y 
guard, through their attorneys, 
Brewster & Heyman, Mark Bolding 
and Walter C. Hendricks. 

Decision Reversed. 

The litigation attracted consid- 
erable attention, and when Judge 
Ellis, of Fulton’ superior court, 
granted the petition on the ground 
that the corporation had been lega!- 
ly dissolved and appointed a re- 
ceiver, his decision was appealed to 
the supreme court of Geofgia, with 
the result that his decision was 
reversed by the supreme court, 
which held that the general de- 
murrer of the defendant corpora- 
tion should have been sustained. 

This decision terminates the liti- 
gation, and the trustees of the Gate 
City guard will at once proceed 
with their reorganization of the 
company. 

The Gate City guard is one of 
the oldest and most famous mili- 
tary organizations in the southern 
states,’ having been founded at the 
inception of the civil war. 


Toured the North. 


Its tour throughout the north 
many years ago did much to bring 
the company into national promi- 
nence and to advertise Atlanta and 
Georgia. 

When war was declared against 
Germany, practically every member 
of the company of eligible age 

romptly volunteered for war serv- 
ce, and the company maintained its 
identity throughout the war as a 
separate and distinct company un- 
der the regular organization of the 
United States army. 

The Gate City guard owns valu- 
able property in the city of Atlanta, 
on which its armory is maintained, 
and the decision of the supreme 
court recognizes the right of the 
company to continue its ownership 
and management of all its prop- 
erty.

Hearing of charges preferred by 
the federal trade commission 
against Swift & Co., Chicago pack: 
ers, charged with violating section 
7, of the Clayton act, which was 
begun in the United States circuit 
cour@ roomf Wednesday morning 
before C. T. Sadler, examiner for 
the trade commission, probably will 
be concluded today.

Section 7 of the Clayton act for- 
bids any corporation to acquire in- 
terest in other concerns engaged in 
similar business, when such acqul- 
sition would have the effect of sub- 
stantially lessening competition, or 
restraining commerce in any man- 


ner. 

It is alleged that the defendant 
violated that section in 1917 when 
it purchased the Moultrie Packing 
company, of Moultrie, Ga., and the 
Andalusia Packing company, of An- 
dalugia, Ala. After all depositions 
have been taken in Atlanta, the fed- 
eral examiner expects to hold hear- 
ings in the case in a number of 
southern cities, Including Birming- 
ham, Jacksonville and Pensacola, 

The packing concern is represent- 
ed by Attorney Frank L. Horton, 
of Chicago; A. N. Taylor and E. F. 
Haycroft are counsel for the trade 
commission. Although the prosecu- 
tion subpoenaed a number of wit- 
nesses, Attorney Horton states that 
he will not offer witnesses for the 
defense at:this time. 

Witnesses.heard thus far include N 
M. Stanaland, a wholesale broker 
of Moultrie, who formerly handled 
the account of the Moultrie plant: 
S. L. Simmons, a retail butcher at 
Columbus; G. OQ. Miller, president 
and general manager of the J. W. 
Clarke company, an Atianta whole- 
sale house, and V. . Hendrix, 
butcher and buyer for Williams & 
Johnson, of Atlanta. : 

Tht packing company admits hav- 
ing acquired the capital stock and 
‘assets of the two southern packing 
houses, but denies that by acquiring 
them any restraint of commerce re- 
sulted, or that competition in the 
meat business was lessened.

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Liberty Keynote 
Rung in Speech 
Of Vice President 


Washington, March 4.—Following 
is the full text of the inaugural ad- 
dress of Vice President Coolidge: 

“Five generations ago there was 
revealed to the people of this na- 
tion a new relationship between 
man and man, which they declared 
and proclaimed in the American 
constitution. Therein they recog- 
nized a legislature empowered to ex- 
press the will of the people in law, 
a judiciary required..to determine 
and state such law, and an executive 
charged with securing obedience to 


by reason of some superior force 
but through the duly determined 
conscience of their countrymen. 
“To the house, close to the heart 
of the nation, renewing its whole 


membership by frequent elections, 
représenting directly the people, re- 
flecting their common purpose, has 
been granted a full measure of the 
power of legislation, and exclusive 
authority to originate taxation. To 
the senate, renewing its member- 
ship by degrees, representing in part 
the sovereign states, has been grante- 
ed not only a full measure of the 
power of legislation but, if pos- 
sible, far more important functions. 
To it is intrusted the duty of re- 
view, that to negotiation there may 
be added ratification and to appoint- 
ment approval. But its greatest 
function of all, too little mentioned 
and too little understood, whether 
exercised in legislating or review- 
ing, is the preservation of liberty. 
Not merely the rights of the .ma- 
jority; they little need protection, 
but the rights of the minority, from 
whatever source they may be as- 
sailed. The great object for us to 
Seek here, for the constitution iden- 
tifles the vice presidency with the 
senate, is to continue to make this 
chamber, as it was intended by the 
fathers, the citadel of liberty. An 
enormous power is here conferred, 
capable of much good or ill, open it 
may be to abuse, but necessary, 
wholly and absolutely necessary, to 
secure the required result.

Business on Stock Ex- 
change Overshadowed 
by Inaugural Ceremonies 
in Washington. 


New York, March 4.— Business on 
the stock. exchange today Was 
overshadowed almost from the out- 


set by the inaugural ceremonies in 
W ashington, the street manifesting 
unusual interest in incidents at- 
tendant upon the change of admin- 
istration.

Moderate Gains Recorded 


in Wheat, Oats and Corn, 
After Harding’s Address 
Becomes Known. 


Chicago, March 4.—lncreased 
confidence in values showed itself 
in the wheat market today, largely 
on account of crop conditions and 
export business, but also more or 
less to optimism based on Prasi- 
dent Harding’s inaugural address. 
The market closed firm at 11-2 to 
3c net higher, with March $4.73 
to $1.73:1-4 and May $1.631-2 to 
$1.63 3-4. Corn gained 8-8 to 5-8@ 
3-4, and oats 1-2 to 5-8e. In pro- 
visions there was a setback of 7 to 
15 cents. 

At first the wheat market ap- 
eared to be in a hesitating mood, 
with some traders inclined. to the

New York, March 4.—Rallies in 
the cotton market were not main- 
tained owing partly, it apeared, to 
contiuued talk of stvained credit 
conditions in the south and appre- 
hensions of further spot liquida- 
tion. May .cortracts broke from 
12.12 to 11.62, or eight points net 
lower, and closed at 11.70, with the 
Zeneral market closing barely 
Steady at a net advance of 5 points 
on January, but unchanged on oth- 
er positions. 

The market showed considerable 
firmness during the morning. Two 
failures in the Manchester goods 
trade were reported, but Liverpool 
made a relatively firm showing and 
prices here opened at an advance 
of 56 to 10 points. The more opti- 
mistic tone of London’ advices with 


reference to prospects for a satis: | 


factory settlement of the war rep- 
arations question, had an encoure 
aging influence and some buying 
was reported on a belief that the 
change in administration would 
have a stimulating effect on gen- 
eral sentiment. 

Reiterated reports of very small 
fertilizer sales up to the end of 
February were also a factor on the 
advance, Which carried active 
months about 30 to 40 points above 
last night’s closing quotations, with 
March selling at 11.50 and July at 
12.55. The text of the inaugural 
address failed to further stimulate 
demand and the market weakened 
in the lata trading under scattered 
realizing by recent buyers and 
southern selling. The extent of 
avaWable supplies was emphasized 
by private returns indicating a to- 
tal ginning for the season of 13,- 
098,000 bales, which was compared 
with the week-end figures show- 
ing only 8,184,000 brought § into 
sight so far this season. The de- 
feat of the emergency tariff bill 
through the action of the house in 
sustaining the veto attracted very 
little comment and was not con- 
sidered a factor of any importance 
in the day’s market.

COTTON HIGHER 
THROUGH FRIDAY 


New Orleans, March 4.—Dur- 
ing the greater part of the 
session today cotton was high- 
er and the advance was pred- 
icated almost wholly on the 
feeling of optimism that attended 
the incoming of the new admin- 
istration at. Washington. The open- 
ing was higher and the advance 
persisted until it amounted to 33 
@45 pojnts, with May up to 11.85. 

In the early afternoon the news 
that a fresh resolution to stop 
short selling had been introduced 
in the senate took the buying pow- 
er of the market away entirely and 
in the late trading there was much 
liquidation of the long cotton taken 
on in the early hours. The close 
was at least about the lowest of 
the day, at net losses on the more 
active months of 3 to 4 points. May 
closed at 11.37. 

Around the middle of the day the 
steadiness was increased by fur- 
ther unfavorable figures on tne 
sales of fertilizers in the cotton re- 
gion. Returns from seven states 
were announced as showing &n av- 
erage decrease compared with last 
year to the first of March of 65.39 
per cent, Total sales were report- 
ed at 624,959 tons against 1,805,- 
773 last year. North Carolina fur- 
nished no tonnage figures, but re- 
ported a decrease of 71 per cent, 
which, if it had been included in 
the general average, would have 
further lowered it. ©*

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New Orleans, March 4.—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent Harding's inaugural address was re- 
ceived with favor throughout the country 
since jt favers a pelicy that will afford 
the ways and means for a gradual return 
to normal of general conditions and the res- 
toration of peace throughout the world. 

Accordingly the markets were favorably 
affected thereby, as promotion of interna- 
tional trade is advocated as is a reduction 
of the burdensome taxes, providing of ade- 
quate eredit facilities; a sympathetic con- 
cern for agricultural problems, industvial 
peace and abolition ef government interfer- 
ence in business. 

Yesterday there was uneasiness owing to 
cables from Liverpool stating that British 
spinners were te meet today with the view 
of deciding whether or not to increase cur- 
tailment by mills during the Easter period, 

This fear was removed today by private 
cables stating that the British Master Spin- 
ners’ federation decided to continue curtail- 
ment on the present basis and recommended 
no further curtailment during Faster, 

Additional official reports were received 
by the New Orleans Cotton exchange regard- 
ing sales of fertilizer from August 1 to 
February 88. South Carolina reported saicg, 
of only 233,412 tons versus 765,780 for cor- 
responding time last season; Arkansas 20,- 
710 against 48,930; Texas 15,420 versus 
83,956. North Carglina made no repert in 
tons, but stated sales were 71 cent less 
than last year. So far eight states report- 
ing show an average decrease in salea of 
fertilizer of 66.00 per cent leag than last 
season to end of Febrnary. 

Whatever the decrease in acreage may be 
and it is likely. to be large, the big decrease 
in the use of plant food will have to be 


considered when considering prospects for the 
next crop, as fertiwer of quality usually 
adds about 20 per cent to the yield pee acre 
on nourished lands, 

Late advices from Lendon are to the ef-

REVIEWS OF WEEK | 


New York, March 4.— Brad- 
Street's tomorrow will say; 

Trade and _ industrial reports 
continue very irregular, varying 
indeed, with almost every line and 
market reporting, but while gen- 
eral characterization is difficult, if 
indeed not impossible, it may be 
said that the apparel and food 
trades, while noting cautious buy- 
ing, present about the most cheer- 
ful advices and exhibit the chief 
strength, whereas many so-called 
basic trades, notably iron and steel, 
the other metals, coal and building 
materials reflect the feast ° optie 
mistic feeling and native weakness. 
Even within these two great clas- 
sifications, however, varying de- 
grees of activity and strength are 
noted, and it is difficult to depict 
except at great length the differ- 
ent shades of activity and price 
changes. Thus, in the apparel 
trades, the weakness of raw cot- 
ton has been imparted to many 
staple products, such as yarns, 
Print cloths and sheetings and the 
underwear trade, dependent upon 
the great southern staple, also re- 
flects some depression.

New York, March 4.—The cotton 
market has been irregular and un- 
settled during the past week with 
prices making new low records for 
the season. Quotations for mid- 
dling cotton in some of the south- 
ern markets have been marked 
down to nearly the ten cent level, 
while March contracts here sold as 
low as 10.62 and May touched 11.12 
during the middle of the week, or 
approximately 32c per pound be- 
low the high records of last sea- 
son, General business was not ac- 
tive, being restricted by the un- 
certainties of reparations and 
probably by a disposition to await 
the effects of the change on trade 
sentiment at home and abroad, A 
better demand was attracted by 
the midweek break, however, and 
there were rallies toward the end 
of the week on reports of greatly 
reduced fertilizer sales, a some- 
what firmer tone in Liverpool and 
more optimistic advices as.to prose 
pects for a satisfactory séttlement 
of the German indemnity. 

Manchester trade advices haye 
pointed to increased curtailment 
among the British mills and the 
failure of two firms in the Lanca- 
shire goods trade hag been report- 
ed. There has also been more talk 
of curtailment among. domesti¢ 
mills as orders taken on the éarly 
January advance are worked out, 
and while the census report om con- 
sumption for Oy ee is expected 
to make a good showing the trade 
is apprehensive of smaller figures 
for March. The effect of these 
features has been offset to some 
extent by reports that official re- 
turns from seven of the more prom- 
inent cotton growing states indicat- 
ing a decrease of about sixty-five 
per cent in saleg of fertilizers to 
the end of february as compared 
with last year. This falling off is 
naturally taken by local traders as 
confirming the prospect for sub- 


stantial] reduction in acreage ané

to your own statement before the labor 
board is unjust and unreasonable. 

It has been alleged that the railway is 
operated economically. At this time we do 
not wish to take issue with that statement, 
but certainly the employees would have a 
right to know that such is a fact in a case 
of this kind, and, therefore, it is thought 
that a proper investigation might develop 
sojne question ag to whether the railway 
Vas operated economically. 

Restrained the Men, 

In concluding this statement it is the ex- 
pressed wish of the employees that you be 
informed that they are not satisfied to re- 
inain in the service under present conditions. 
The general committee having for some time 
past exercised a restraining influence over 
the employees as long as it is possible to do 
so, and, therefore, they will at once prv- 
ceed to report the situation to those inter- 
ested, and as the employees have already 
emphatically stated they cannot afford to 
continue in the service under the reduced 
wages which you put into effect March 1, 
it is more than probable that they will with- 
driw from the service within the next twen- 
ty-four hours and remain therefrom until 
such time as the proper tribunal may have 
an opportunity to pass upon the justness and 
reasonableness of the rates of wages as es- 
tablished by the United States labor board. 
Section § of an act of congress providing 
for mediation, conciliation and arbitration in 
controversies between certain employers and 
their employees, approved July 15, 1913, pro- 
vides that no reduction of wages shall be 
made by a receiver without authority of the 
court, after notice te employees, said no- 
tice to be given not less than twenty days 
before the hearing upon the receiver's peti- 
tion or application. This section of the fed- 
eral law also provides that the employees 
shall have the right to be heard through 
their representatives upon all questions af- 
fecting the terms and conditions of their 
employment. , 

Reduced Without Hearing. 

Your action in reducing the wages of your 
employees, in our opinion, was in violation 
of the contracts between the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad, a violation 
of the transportation act of 1920, and in 
violation cf the federal law effective July 
15, 1913, commonly known as the Newlands 
act. Further, your action in reducing the 
wages of the employees without a hearing 
through their chosen representatives was in 
violation of the umiversally recognized priui- 
ciple of collective . bargaining. 

As previously stated it is more than prob- 
able that the employees ag represented by 
the fourteen general committees will with- 
draw from the service within the mext 
twenty-four hours, but if you can suggest 
anything that will preclude such action we 
wilt certainly be glad to hear from you.

CONFERENCES ARE HELD 
BY LEADERS IN CHICAGO. 
Chicago, March 4.—Railroad labor 
leaders today stood in the anom- 
alous position of preparing to vio- 
late a mandate of the United States 
railroad labor board to compe} its 
full] enforcement. Representatives 
of sixteen railroad unions and sev- 
eral other employees’ organizations 


mapped out tentative plans in con-\ 


ference for action on the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic railroad, 
following the unions’ sanction Wed- 
nésday night for a strike of the 
A., B. & A. employees. 

The situation results from wage 
reduction put into effect March l, 
on order of Federal Judge S. H. 
Sibley, who recently placed the road 
in the hands of a receiver. The 
same wage reduction, which 
amounts to one-half the increases 
granted since December 31, 1917, 
was asked before the railroad la- 
bor board here recently. The board, 
however, decided that proper con- 
ferences between the employees and 
the employers, as provided by the 
transportation act, had not been 
held, and remanded the dispute for 
further conference. 

Members of the labor board and 
heads of the unions take the posi- 
tion that the case is still under: 
the jurisdiction of the board and 
that the federal court undertook to: 
step over the board’s head in order- 
ing the wage reduction. Action by 
the board on the case probably 
would be taken next week, it was 
said today. 

The A., B. & A. road found Itself 
in financial difficulties after emerg- 
ing from federal control and after 
several months operations at a loss 
of $100,000 a month, a wage reduc- 
tion notice was posted by B. L. 
Bugg, president. The order was to 
become effective February 1, 1921, 
but employees brought the case be- 
fore the labor board, which ordered 
the notice withdrawn pending a 
hearing of the case. 

When the case came up February 
10 it was brought out that the only 
argument advanced by the railroads 
in conference with employees over 
the proposed reduction was inabil- 
ity to pay. Other evidence pre- 
sented to the board on lower liv- 
ing costs, wages of similar labor 
in other industries and other sub- 
jects were introduced by the rail 
epresentatives with the result that 
the board announced it would defer 
decision until all these matters had 
been thrashed out between the road 
and the employees. 

No advices of further conferences 
have been received by the board, 
according to G. W. Hanger, public 
member, who characterized the sit- 
uation as “delicate.” 

The question presented by the 
present situation, according to 
board members, is whether a fed- 
eral court can #ové6érride the labor 
board, created by federal law. On- 
ly a United States supreme court 
decision will make the relation of 
the board to the federal courts 
clear, in the opinion of some union 
officers.
